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EDITORIAL 

The  average  high  school  pupil  is  very 
likely  to  find  out  soon  after  graduation 
that  his  standards  of  judging  success  do 
not  coincide  with  those  of  a  new  environ- 
ment in  college,  the  community,  or  the 
military  services.  High  school  students  are 
too  prone  to  confuse  success  with  popularity, 
to  over-emphasize  such  factors  as  athletic 
prowess.  high-powered  cars.  and  social 
achievements.  Consequently,  the  serious  stu- 
dent is  likely  to  find  himself  tagged  as  a 
hookworm  and  placed  at  the  very  bottom 
of    the    heap. 

A  preparatory  school  such  as  Governor 
Dummer  provides  an  environment  in  which 
a  student  can  develop  a  set  of  standards 
which  will  meet  the  test  of  later  life.  Here 
the    academic    work    takes    precedence    over 


athletics  and  all  other  e\tra-curr  i<  ular  activ- 
ities. In  a  schedule  where  certain  hours  are 
allotted  to  all  for  studying,  no  one  is  distracted 
by  the  social  life.  Academic  competition  is 
as  keen  as  athletic  competition,  and  the  top 
scholars  take  a  greater  share  of  the  laurels 
than   the   top   athletes. 

Scholastic  achievement  and  athletic  skill 
both  rank  high  in  preparatory  school  life, 
but  the  top  honors  are  awarded  on  char- 
acter, and  no  weakness  of  character  can  long 
be  hidden  in  the  intimacy  of  dormitory  life. 
Courtesy,  honesty,  loyalty,  cheerfulness,  clean- 
liness, helpfulness,  and  consideration  of 
others  become  vitally  important  in  this 
environment,  and  the  student  who  has  learned 
to  base  his  judgment  of  others  on  those 
qualities  will  have  no  need  to  acquire  new 
standards  when  he  moves  on  to  college,  or 
later.

THE  GOVERNORS  TRIP 

ST.  MARK'S  ELEVEN   19-12 


On  October  30  before  a  large  Parents' 
Day  crowd  in  the  rain-swept  Byfield  Bowl, 
a  scrappy  Governor  Dummer  team  went  down 
to  a  24-12  defeat  at  the  hands  of  a  powerful 
St.  Sebastian  eleven.  Sparked  by  the  passing 
of  lefty  Buddv  Hadley,  the  Governors  dom- 
inated the  first  half.
